The whole 
elecriticity thing sounded quite dangerous, much more than 
being able to make bones appear out of nowhere, tho for 
different reasons. 


Could this be part of a plot ? I expect so, anyway. 


I have to say, the eye painting makes me think of the table that 

we have encountered in the previous episode. The description 

of the motifs and pattern inside seems to match, and the effect 
on the one looking at it also looks to be the same, enthrancing 

them. 


In addition, the words below it seems to confirm my current 
theory, of how the woman in “Across the Street” managed to 
remember the Graham of before. Not because she has seen the 
fhist happen before her eyes, but because the table has had an 
influence on her. Without it, it is totally plausible that she 
wouldn't have remembered the truth of what happened. 


Something she, probably, would have been the most thankful 
for. 


I still think she isn’t to survive, and the she will fall victim to the 
shifter wh@égak,Graham’s place. For posterity, I will have to 
add our dear theater technician to the list, just for having seen 
the painting. 


Gerard Keay and his mother’s existence will probably be the 
mystery I will follow the most closely, after the table and the 
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leitners. If Gerard made the painting, maybe he saw the table ? 
It was said to be an antique, so unless the man has been around 
for longer than we are led to believe, then he must not be the 
one to have made the table. 


Still, the man was doing groceries for what appears to be the 
ghost of his deceased mother, surely he must be involved into 
whatever fuckery is going on. I wonder if he is still himself, 
actually. If he isn’t another one of those shifters who replaced 
the original, maybe after after he made the painting. 


I must say, the more I read descriptions of these patterns, the 
more I am curious as to what they might look like. I will have to 
look for fanart, without spoiling myself if possible. Would be a 
shame. 


Onto the next episode we go!

This one blindsided me, for a moment I thought this was 
someone we already met and I went to reread the transcripts of 
all previous episodes, but nope ! Nothing! 


I guess that if she is such a renowned figure, we will have more 
statements about her. Kind of like the leitners situation, right ? 
It must have been a current investigation. 


OVERALL: 


Not much to say, really, other than the fact that 1am very much 
enjoying Jonathan’s narration. The dry sarcasm speaks to me. 


Although, I am not really buying the flippant attitude he’s got 
about death and tragedies.
